S.R.O. 16. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all other 
powers enabling him in this behalf, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Armed For- 
ces Headquarters Stenographers' Service Rules, 1970, 
namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement — (1) These rules may 
be called the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers' Ser- 
vice (Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Amendment of rule 12. — In the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Stenographers’ Service Rules, 1970, in rule 12, — 

(T) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely; — 

“(2) Temporary vacancies in the Selection Grade of 
the Service shall be filled by promotion of offi- 
cers of Grade 1 who have rendered not less than 
six years’ approved service in that Grade includ- 
ing service in Grade I immediately before the ap- 
pointed day, and are included in the Select List 
for the Grade prepared and revised from time 
to time in accordance with the regulations con- 
tained in the Fifth Schedule : 

Provided that for a period of three years from the 
28th January, 1974, temporary vacancies in Selec- 
tion Grade shall be filled by promotion of offi- 
cers of Grade I who have rendered not less than 
three years’ approved service in that Grade and 
arc included in the Select List for promotion to 
Selection Grade; 

Provided further that if any person appointed to Grade 
I of the Service is considered for promotion to 
Selection Grade in accordance with the provisions 
of this sub-rule, all persons senior to him in Grade 

I shall also be so considered notwithstanding that 
they may not have rendered six years' or three 
years' approved service, as the case may be, in 
that Grade.” 

(2) for sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(3) Temporary vacancies in Grade I of the Service 
shall be filled by promotion of officers of Grade 

II who have rencred not less than eight years’ 
approved service in that Grade including service 
in Grade II immediately before the appointed day, 
and are included in the Select List for the Grade 
prepared and revised from time to time in accor- 
dance with the regulations contained in the Sixth 
Schedule : 

Provided that if any person who is appointed before 
the appointed day to Grade U of the Service is 
considered for promotion to Grade I in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this sub-rule, all per- 
sons senior to nim in Grade II shall also be con- 
sidered notwithstanding that they may not have 
rendered eight years’ approved service in that 
Grade.” 

(3) after sub-rule (4), the following sub-rule shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

*‘(5) Notwithstanding anything contained In sub-rules 
(2) and (3), an officer employed hi any office of 
Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter-Service Or- 
ganisations specified in the First Schedule, and 
eligible to be considered for promotion to Selec- 
tion Grade under sub-rule (2) or to Grade I under 
sub-rule (3), may be appointed on the basis of 
seniority subject to rejection of the unfit, to offi- 
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date in a temporary vacancy of specified or un- 
specified duration in that office, for a period not 
exceeding three months in the Selection Grade 
or Grade I, as the case may be, if the select 
list for the relevant grade is not available, or 
an officer included in the select list for that Grade 
is not available or cannot, for any reason, be 
appointed to such vacancy: 

Provided that the aforesaid period of three months 
mentioned above, may, in exceptional cases and 
with the approval of the Ministry of Defence, 
be extended to six months in public interest. 

NOTE. — For the purpose of this sub-rule, the term 
“any office” shall mean (a) an Inter-Service 
Organisation; or (b) a Directorate or, as the 
case may be, Joint/Deputy Directorate or group 
of Sections in Army HQ, Naval HQ and Air HQ, 
which may constitute the basis for officiating pro- 
motions in temporary vacancies.”
